But he did not annoutice his decision yesterday, 
‘Fhe: probabilities; therefore, are that there will be a third trial of the accused 
with a new panel of jurors. Should thie course be decided upon, the paper 
submits’ that the case‘ should ‘come up before a new Judge and a new jury. 
After the first trial wae over, Mr. Norton, on behalf of the accused, shed for 
a fortnight’s time to enable‘his client to got tozether the necessary funds to 
defray ‘the expenses of his defence.

- The people are growing more end more pom pt day by day 
and their indignation for the sacrileges already tke _knows. no bounds, 
Statesmanship demands that the Government of Bengal should no longer remain 
silent, but take immediate steps to reassure the public mind. The mass meet- 
ing that was held on the 15th March, under the presidency of Maulvi W ahed 
Husain, at Mominpur, on the Diamond Harbour Road, passed four resolutions 
in which the feelings and sentiments of the commuvity as a whole were fully 
embodied and given expression to. Maualvi Wahed Husain in his presidential 
address discussed the matter from legal points of view, too, and he showed, by 
quoting well-knowo Mussalman jurists, that mosque-land was inalienable under 
the Muhammadan law. Under these circumstances the Government is not to 
consider what it should do, ¢¢., whether the mosques should be retained or 
pulled dwn, but only to assure the community that the mosques and grave- 
yards will nut in any way be interfered with, and it is a great pity that 
Government is making so much delay in giving this simple assurance. Public 
feeling is in the meantime growing more and more intense, and Government 
ought to take n-te of this. |
